Special Census May Bring 
An Additional $5,000 to City 


Ex-Sierra Madrean 
To Head Jubilee Show 


Area High Schools 
Release Students 


Students in Pasadena jun¬ 
ior and senior high schools 
will be released at noon to¬ 
day while teachers are the 
guests of business and in¬ 
dustrial leaders in the com¬ 
munity, the Pasadena school 
system announced yester¬ 
day. 


The City of Sierra Madre expects to realize approximately 
$38,000 annually from the one per cent increase in the sales tax 
which will go into effect April 1. 

The City Council at its meeting Tuesday approved the second 
and final reading of the ordinance boosting the total sales tax 
to 4 per cent. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington said the city now 
is in the process of setting up 
a policy under which the addi¬ 
tional revenue will be spent. 

The city also expects a $5,000 
annual windfall from the re¬ 
sults of a special census which 
may be taken within the next 
few months by the U.S. Census 
Bureau. 

The Council authorized the 
drafting of a special resolution 
which would request the Cen¬ 
sus Bureau to count the num¬ 
ber of residents now living in 
Sierra Madre. The total popu¬ 
lation of the city, it is esti¬ 
mated, has risen from 7,769 in 
May, 1952—date of the last of¬ 
ficial census—to at least 8,500 
today. 

It will cost Sierra Madre 
$1,550 to have a special census 
taken, but the city expects to 
net $5,000 the first year as a 
result. 

The additional money will 
come to the city, Mr. Bevington 
explained, from the state 
through Sierra Madre’s in¬ 
creased share of the gasoline 
and motor vehicle license taxes. 

Concerning the sales tax in¬ 
crease, councilmen had little 
choice but to approve it since 
it would have been collected 
in any event by Los Angeles 
County. If the council had 
failed to approve it, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre would not have received 
any money from the addiitonal 
one per cent. 

In other action the council: 

1. Approved a lot split re¬ 
quest from Helen R. Keating 
on her property on the south¬ 
west corner of Lima and Man- 
zanita. Mrs. Keating, who was 
represented by Attorney Noren 
Eaton, plans to split her prop¬ 
erty into two additional lots. 

The council had proposed to 
widen Manzanita to make it 
conform with the width of the 
remainder of the street for a 
distance of 463 feet in front of 
lots owned by Mrs. Keating 
and by Roy Martin. The right- 
of-way for all of Manzanita 
thus would have been 60 feet.

2. Approved the appointment 
of Thomas Butch as an admin¬ 
istrative intern, or assistant to 
Mr. Bevington, on a temporary 
basis at a salary of $1.50 
hourly.

3. Accepted the streets in the 
new tract below Sierra Madre 
Blvd. at Canon Ave.

The Red Cross fund drive in 
the Sierra Madre area got un¬ 
derway this morning with a 
rally of volunteer workers in 
the Woman’s Club. 

The workers headed by Col. 
Charles R. Gildart, local fund 
drive chairman, were scheduled 
to be addressed by Miss Beech¬ 
er Smith, a representative from 
the National Headquarters of 
the Red Cross, Washington, 
D. C. 

“The Red Cross is facing one 
of the most critical periods of 
its long history of service to 
mankind,” Col. Gildart ex¬ 
plained in launching the drive. 

“During the fiscal year in 
which we now find ourselves 
it had in its ready and reserve 
funds $28,500,000. Because of 
the great disasters on our east 
and west coasts all but $1,000,- 
000 of those funds have been 
expended or committed, and 
we still have before us, until 
June 30, 1956, the months 
which historically have been 
stricken most by great dists- 
ters.” 

He pointed out that the na¬ 
tional fund-raising goal this 
year has been set at $90,000,- 
000 — $8,000,000 above last 
year’s target. The goal in Sier¬ 
ra Madre is $6,913, of which 
$1,413 will be put to local use. 

“To enable the Red Cross to 
meet in its traditional manner 
the human needs of distressed 
and hard-pul people every¬ 
where under the folds of the 
flag,” Col. Gildart said, “the 
organization will need a 15% 
increase in giving over the ex¬ 
perience of last year ”

Sierra Madre police reported 
they took approximately $31 
this time from the same cash 
register and identical cigar 
box in a desk drawer.

This marked the fourth time

Time to Return the Favor 


Forty-two times last year our 
local rescue crew made the ar¬ 
duous and perilous trip into 
the mountains to rescue a hu¬ 
man being in trouble. 

It is impossible to estimate 
the countless other times dur¬ 
ing the past nine years that 
the selfless service of these un¬ 
paid volunteers has saved a 
life. 

When anyone needs help — 
no matter what the hour or 
the peril involved—these men 
answer the call. 

Well, now they need help. 
And we’re the ones who must 
answer the call. 

Since its founding in 1947 as 
the area’s first mountain res¬ 
cue group, members of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Search and Rescue 
Unit have paid for their own 
equipment. 

Now the group needs about 
$952 to replace worn-out equip¬ 
ment and to buy new items 
made necessary by new devel¬ 
opments in the field and by 
the increased number of res¬ 
cues in recent years. 

This figure represents about 
half of the total cost of out¬ 
fitting the rescue unit. The 
other 50% of their equipment 
is being provided by the mem¬ 
bers themselves. 

When you consider, the mag¬ 
nitude of these men’s contribu¬ 


tion to the community—often 
at a non-inconsiderable cost to 
themselves—the least the com¬ 
munity can do is shoulder the 
cost of keeping them properly 
equipped. 

The crew put in 378 man 
hours last year on rescue work. 

Each member will spend 
from 90 to 100 hours in the 
next six months on training 
programs and public informa¬ 
tion services. 

Their time means money to 
them as well as to the rest of 
us. One member, for example, 
lost five days’ pay for work¬ 
ing time lost on rescue mis¬ 
sions. 

As I understand it, a drive 
is getting under way to pro¬ 
vide the crew with the equip¬ 
ment it needs. The Lions Club 
definitely will provide some of 
it; plans of other groups still 
are in the formative stage. 

But a large part of the funds 
needed will have to come 
through public contributions— 
possibly through a memorial 
fund to be named after 9-year- 
old Gregory Sadler, the moun¬ 
tains’ most recent victim. 

Whatever the final shape as¬ 
sumed by the fund drive, give 
generously.

POLITICAL ORATORS on

But 
these things seem to me to be 
facts: Four years ago the Mar¬ 
shall Plan, NATO and the Ber¬ 
lin airlift had lifted our pres¬ 
tige in Europe. Point Four had 
made us many friends in India, 
Southeast Asia, the Middle 
East and South America. We 
hold nearly all the trump cards 
in world influence. 

Now our position has deteri- 
orated in Japan, Southeast 
Asia, India and the Middle 
East, our prestige in Europe 
has diminished, our own mili¬ 
tary experts warn us Russia 
"is closing the gap” and may 
be ahead of us in certain mod¬ 
ern weapons and even our best 
friends in Europe no longer ac¬ 
cept our leadership without 
reservation. 

At home our farmers are in 
comparative distress and so are 
some industrial areas. What 
we need is less glowing oratory 
and more effective leadership. 
A politician is a doctor who 
tries to cure with promises in¬ 
stead of pills. 


Why Not Parallel Parking? 


THIS COMMUNITY should be 
warmly appreciattive of the 
hard work and sincere effort 
Col. Walter Thurber, Dr. Ray 
Pease, Raymond Andrews and 
many others are doing to make 
Sierra Madre’s Diamond Jubi¬ 
lee an event we can long re¬ 
member with pride. And all of 
us should feel it our duty to 
do anything we can to help. 
Heaven knows they aren't get¬ 
ting anything out of it but 
civic pride and a lot of work. 
But it seems certain that our 
school children and most of 
our residents will learn more 
than most of us know about 
our history and the reasons 
why we should be proud of our 
town, because of their unselfish 
efforts. If the Jubilee isn’t a 
notable success it will be the 
fault of some of us slackers. 


Of the many traffic prob¬ 
lems that crop up in an ex¬ 
panding area, none probably is 
more vexing than angle park¬ 
ing. 

Angle parking, like we have 
in Sierra Madre, makes room 
for more cars. It also creates 
safety hazards, as everybody 
who has driven through the 
business district here must 
realize. Banged-up fenders and 
frayed tempers are a constant 
reminder of the price we pay 
for our parking system. 

With the addition of three 
new parking lots, which should 
soon be completed, it’s possible

the city may be able to pass 
an ordinance requiring parallel 
parking. 

Police Chief Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan, in a report presented 
nearly three years ago, was 
clearly in favor of parallel 
parking, If feasible. Chief Mc¬ 
Millan, for example, quoted as 
follows from a report by the 
Eno Foundation for Highway 
Traffic Control: 

“Another study of accidents 
involving parked vehicles 
showed vehicles angle parked 
to be involved in about three 
times as many accidents in 
leaving parking spaces as ve¬ 
hicles parked parallel to the 
roadway.” 

In the same report, Chief 
McMillan found that the Auto¬ 
mobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia listed the following 
benefits of parallel parking: 

1. Added convenience and 
facility to traffic circulating in 
the district. 

2. Added safety to pedestri¬ 
ans. 

3. Added safety when leav¬ 
ing the parking stall. 

4. Improved appearance of 
the district. 

5. Fewer instances of vehic¬ 
les being damaged by the 
careless opening of car door. 

The advantages of angle 
parking were listed as: 

1. The ease of access. 

2. Added curb parking space. 

It seems apparent that 

parallel parking is much more 
desirable than our present sys¬ 
tem. It also probably is true, 
as Chief McMillan printed out, 
that present parking demands, 
which are increasing daily, 
cannot be satisfied by on-street 
parking, regardless of the type 
utilized. 

More off-street parking, such 
as will be provided by the new 
district, and parallel parking 
on our streets may be the an¬ 
swer to our problem here, at 
least for a time.—H.W.E.

Do’s and Don’ts 
On Kite Flying 

Kites are filling the local 
skies again, so here are a few 
tips aimed at averting the mis¬ 
haps which have accompanied 
kite season in the past: 

1— Never fly kites near elec¬ 
tric or trolley lines or over TV 
or radio aerials. 

2— Don’t design kites with 
wire, aluminum foil or metal 
in the frame or tail, and never 
use tinsel string, wires or 
twine that has a metallic sub¬ 
stance. 

3— Never fly kites in the rain, 
and don’t run across streets or 
highways trying to get them 
in the air. 

4— If a kite catches in a 
power line, let go at once. 
Don’t pull the kite or try to 
climb the pole.

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Hastings Ranch residents will vote Tuesday in a Pasadena 
municipal election on eight propositions of incurring bonded 
indebtedness to the extent of $11,000,000 for civic improvements. 

The bonds will be repaid in what has been described as a 
“painless" manner because state-voted sales tax will be ear¬ 
marked for the purpose. The 
increase in tax from one-half 
to one per cent is expected to 
gross nearly $2,000,000 annu¬ 
ally. 

Under the law, the tax must 
be paid anyway, and money 
would go to the state unless 
each community votes to use it. 

Hastings residents would see 
evidence in their neighborhood 
of dollars thus received, with a 
new branch library, fire station 
and street and park improve¬ 
ments planned here. 

City Manager Don McMillan 
said approval of the bond is¬ 
sues may well usher in a 
"golden era” for Pasadena. 
This is the largest bond issue 
ever proposed for the city. 

A new east-west street pat¬ 
tern, a million dollars worth of 
off-street parking, more storm 
drains, expansion of Fire De¬ 
partment facilities, improve¬ 
ment of parks and libraries, 
badly-needed storm drains are 
among items planned with the 
proceeds. 

The bond issues would be 
based on a 15-year amortiza¬ 
tion, with interest to be paid 
out of the first year’s receipts, 
Polling places will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., with 
four for Ranch voters. The 
precincts, polling address and 
clerks will be:
